The President has just appointed Mr. F. Moran McConihe as a 
Special Consultant on Government office space in Washington, D. C. 
He will take the lead, in close cooperation with the General Services 
Administration, the Bureau of the Budget, the Office of Defense 
Mobilization, and the Coordinator of Public Works Planning, in for- 
mulating and in following through on plans to cover the future needs 
for Government office space in this city. 

Mr. McConihe will be expected to discuss with you and to work out 
in detail such arrangement of office space as may be required to 
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enable the elimination of all temporary buildings, and to provide 
for adequate accommodations for all Government employees re- 
quired to work in this city. 

It will be greatly appreciated if you will work closely with him 
and facilitate his purpose. It is the Presidents desire that more 
rapid action be taken in the demolition of temporary buildings and 
improvement of office accommodations in Washington during the 
current year. 
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
